Instead--w hat you see; nothing! Hard­ 
ly a living being!

tion ! ” 
I met an old Bulgarian woman near 
Tchorlu who w as the first Red Cross 
nurse upon the ground after the ter­ 
rible destruction at Lule Burgas. She 
said that on her way to the field hos­ 
pital she was sent to the succor of a 
Greek village where the Turks 
had 
scattered ruin. 
Unlock your w estern 
ears now. and hear the truth. 
She 
found young girls lying naked by the 
roadside nearly dead. 
She found chil­ 
dren stricken down by careless sa ­ 
bers. 
A housew ife had been mur­ 
dered as she kneaded her bread, the 
dough still on her hands. 
And in a 
bloody sack the Turks had gathered— 
wom en’s breasts! 
It Is not difficult to verify

They are com m on 
know l­ 
edge here. 
The Bulgar peasant has 
no Imagination. 
He tells what hb 
sees. 
I will give one more exam ple. 
According to the 
Mohammedan re­ 
ligion, pork is unclean and is forbid­ 
den. 
For a Turk to kill a pig is thus 
considered a special Insult to a Chris­ 
tian 
The advancing Bulgars found 
many pigs shot down or stabbed In 
farm yards 
The Bulgars began the war in a 
hum ane spirit, as such term s go in 
war tim e. 
But not a soldier In that 
army of 400,000 is ignorant now of 
certain fiendish evidence his com rades 
have w itnessed. 
In the fighting at 
Tchatalja, 
th3 
Bulgars, 
having 
ad­ 
vanced 
during 
the day, 
were fre­ 
quently obliged to retire at night, leav­ 
ing their wounded on the field 
When 
the 
next 
day’s 
fortune* 
brought them again over the sam e 
ground they found only stripped bod­ 
ies gruesom ely hacked, while the of­ 
ficers’ corpses had been m utilated In 
a way so much more disgusting than 
anything I have hitherto m entioned 
that I cannot even write of It. 
I think 
even kindly people in their tranquil 
hom es across the world in America 
will understand the reason now, when 
I add that should the wrar continue, 
no more Turkish wounded will be sent 
north to be nursed In Bulgar hospit­ 
als. 
W hile the Bulgars pass hereaft­ 
er there will be no Turkish wounded. 
D oubtless there 
are 
many 
good 
Turks. 
No one who has seen the pale 
and delicate faces of the M oslem wom­ 
an refugees can look on them without 
pity.

FLOODS OF 1912 WILL PROBABLY 
BE SURPASSED NOW. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 4#.—After a 
day of torrential rains 
and 
a 
stiff 
wind. one levee gave way before the 
flood w aters of the Mississippi early 
tonight and at half a dozen other 
points a desperate fight is being wag­ 
ed to hold the turbulent water within 
bounds, with the odds against the flood 
fighters. Admittedly the 
levees 
are 
weakening, the water, already at an 
unprecedented 
height 
is 
bounding 
against the 
dikes 
with 
increasing 
force and whether the em bankments 
can longer withstand the pressure is 
problematical. 
The levee near Wilson, Ark , went 
out late this evening, said to be due to 
the desertion of about 150 negro la­ 
borers this morning. With a roar that 
could be heard for a mile of more, 
about IOO feet of the earthen 
revet­ 
ment collapsed into the stream , and it 
w as by a narrow 
margin 
that the 
workers along the levee who kept up 
the Fight to the last minute reached 
a place of safety. 
The gap 
widened 
rapidly and as the water came through 
with a mighty current, frail negro 
cabins wee tossed about as so many 
playthings, trees were swept down 
and carried away, but so far as can 
be ascertained all the inhabitants in 
the immediate proximity of the break 
reached places of safety. 
At a late hour tonight the gap was 
about 400 feet in width and widening 
rapidly.
